AGUINALDO AGAIN SUING FOR PEACE. 


Officials at Washington Express the 
Belief That the End of the War 
Is Really in Sight—The Tak- 
ing of San Ildefonso. 


Washington, May 15.—New overtures 
for peace have been received from 
Aguinaldo, and confidential advices to 
the administration in Washington lead 
to the belief that the end is at hand. 
A hasty meeting of the Filipino con- 
gress has been held, and the new pro- 
posals are expected to be on the author- 
ity of both Aguinaldo and his self-ap- 
Just what form the 
overtures will take is not positively 
known, but from the advance dis- 
patches it is believed Aguinaldo is in 
earnest, and the prediction is made that 
active operations are over. Aguinaldo 
has acknowledged the hopelessness of 
further fighting, and is now only hop- 
ing for some measure of official recog- 
nition which will let him down easy. 
Both Gen. Otis and Commissioner 
Schurman have announced the coming 
of new peace envoys, and expressed the 
opinion that peace is nowin sight. The 
strong positions of MacArthur 
Lawton and his complete separation 
of Aguinaldo from the other insur- 
gents south of the city has apparently 
paralyzed the insurgents, and the pro- 
posals now on their way are believed 
to be an unconditional surrender in 
everything but name. 

Terms to Aguinaldo, 

Aguinaldo stands out for some per- 
sonal recognition in the local govern- 
ments to be-organized. He will be told 
that while the United States will not 
recognize him or his congress as gov- 
ernmental factors, the amnesty to the 
insurgent army will be complete. The 
rebels will not be punished by loss of 
life, liberty, property or _ political 
rights. Such of them as prove capable 
may be taken into the civil service on 
proof of loyalty, but there will be no 
guarantees as to the employment of 
either Aguinaldo or other_individuals. 
It is believed the proposals from 
Aguinaldo will be really to this effect, 
although covered up in such a way as 
to save the dignity of the rebel leaders. 

The details of the negotiations will 
all be left in the hands’of the commis- 
sion. They are fully authorized to 
pledge the president to the fullness and 
fairness of the amnesty offered. 

Aguinaldo has been given to under- 
stand his present rebellion, having been 
inaugurated before the ratification of 
the treaty of peace, entitles him to 
treatment as an unreconciled Spanish 
subject, whereas continued rebellion 
against the United States would cer- 
tainly result in punishment more or 
less harsh. It is believed he fully un- 
derstands this point, and is now willing 
to come into camp with a full pardon 
for past offenses. 

Peace in a Few Days. 

The belief is current that after a 
few delays the insurgents “will lay 
down their arms and disperse, at least 
during the rainy season. It is feared, 
however, that but a small percentage 
of the troops under Aguinaldo will ac- 
tually deliver up their arms, but 
while the negotiations are in prog- 
ress one detachment after another 
will quietly sneak - off to the 
jungle or the mountains, © carry- 
ing with them the arms and ammuni- 
tion so universally dear to the savage 
heart. The process of disintegration, 
it is said, has already begun, and it is 
believed to be the real cause of the re- 
newed overtures for peace. It is felt, 
however, once theinsurgents are broken 
up into small bands, although they may 
do something in the guerrilla line, they 
can never again be massed as an army. 
It is believed the present overtures will 
be pushed to a conclusion, and at least a 
large fragment of the insurgents will 
be disarmed. As to the rest, outbreaks 
of small parties much like those of the 
Sioux and Apaches will be expected for 
months or years. 

The President Informed. 

Hot Springs, Va., May 15.—Secretary 
Alger forwarded to the president Sun- 
day some dispatches from Gen. Otis. 
They advised him that another peace 
commission from Aguinaldo was on its 
way to Manila to discuss terms of peace. 
No instructions were sent from here to 
Gen. Otis, the policy being, as hereto- 
fore, to leave matters entirely with Gen.

missioners. Gen. Otis replied that 
passes would not be necessary, as un- 
armed commissioners could enter the 
American lines. He would leave the 
matter, he said, in Gen. Lawton’s hands.

Favor the Meeting. 

Manila, May 15.— The civilian mem- 
bers of the United States Philippine 
commission are favorable to the meet- 
ing with a Filipino commission which 
was suggested Saturday on behaif of 
Aguinaldo by Lieut. Reyes, of the staff 
of Gen. Gregerio del Pilar, who came to 
Gen. Lawton under a flag of truce, bear- 
ing the proposal. It is thought by the 
American commissioners that the idea 
may have resulted from a recent meet- 
ing of the so-ealled Filipino congress 
at San Isidor. Definite information on 
this point, however, gannot yet be ob- 
tained, though the local Filipino com- 
mittee, which is in close communica- 
tion with the leaders of the rebellion, is 
doing its utmost to secure peace. 

Farewell to Dewey. 

Prof. Schurman, ‘president of the 
United States Philippine commission, 
gave a farewell luncheon to Admiral 
Dewey, at which Prof. Dean C. Worces- 
ter and Col. Charles Denby, of the com- 
mission, with Gen. MacArthur, Mrs. 
Lawton and others, were present. The 
health of the admiral was drunk with 
the utmost cordiality. 

Aguinaido Warns Foreigners. 

Manila, May 15.—Aguinaldo has is- 
sued orders that all foreigners must 
leave insurgent territory within 48 
hours. There are only a few commer- 
cial men there, mostly English and 
German. Aguinaldo believes that by 
refusing them the rights of non-com- 
batants he can force their governments 
to recognize the belligerency of his 
so-called government, in order that 
they may treat for the safety of their 
subjects. 

Rout the Rebels. 

Manila, May 15.—Twenty American 
scouts, under the command of Capts. 
Case and Berkheimer, supported by 
two companies of the Minnesota and 
Oregon volunteer regiments, flanked 
the insurgents at San Ildefonso Satur- 
day morning and captured the town. 
The Filipinos were so terrified that al- 
though they fired 20,000 rounds of am- 
munition they only slightly wounded 
one scout. The Americans killed one 
insurgent officer and wounded six men, 
The insurgents retreated to San Miguel, 
six miles northward of San Ildefonso. 

Captured records show that 20 per 
cent. of the opposing insurgent force 
has been killed and wounded since Law- 
ton’s advance began on May 1. 

The Military Situation, 

Washington, May 15.—The following 
dispatch from Maj. Gen. Otis, giving the 
status of the military situation as it 
now exists in the operations against thg 
insurgents, was received at the war de- 
partment Sunday:

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BIG DROP IN STOCKS. 


Death of Roswell P, Flower Ex- 
cites the Market. 


SOME WILD SCENES IN WALL STREET. 


Millionaires Stand Ready to Prevent 
a Crash—Shrinkage on Flower 
Stocks Alone Is Estimated 
at $18,000,600.

New York, May 15.—One hundred 
millions of dollars were ready Saturday 
to avert a panic in Wall street in case a 
disaster seemed imminent on account 
of the unexpected death of Roswell P. 
Flower. The Rockefellers, Morgans, 
Vanderbilts and others who control the 
financial world stood ready to place this 
immense sum at the disposal of the 
firm to which the forme? governor be- 
longed. But no offer was made to the 
firm. The men of money knew that the 
firm was in splendid condition and 
could stand almost anything. The news 
that the financial kings were ready to 
place this great sum in the street got 
abroad, however, and saved the day for 
many others, some of whom were not so 
well able to stand the strain. 

In the early hours it was a period of 
great interest and anxiety. There was 
a tendency to wildness in the general 
market, but nothing like to the same ex- 
tent in the Flower issues. The shrink- 
age on Flower stocks is estimated to be 
more than $18,000,000 and the general 
loss outside of these stocks about $100,- 
000,000. 

Wild to Sell. 

Some of the more conservative brok- 
ers advised their customers not to be in 
a hurry to sell the Flower stocks. Many 
persons took this advice, and after 
awhile the Flower stocks followed the 
general market in an upward turn 
again. In Brooklyn Rapid Transit, 
which has been Gov. Flower’s favorite 
stock for the last two years, 25,000 
shares were sold as soon as the gavel 
fell. The trading was so wild that 
brokers acting for the same firm, one 
executing buying orders and another 
selling, made transactions seven points 
apart. 

The scene in the stock exchange be- 
fore the market opened was indescriba- 
ble. The frantic actions of the brokers 
was like an infection in the galleries, 
and men and women jumped up and 
down, yelled and cried out, and it 
seemed as if all those in and about the 
stock exchange had suddenly been 
seized with violent dementia. There 
was reason for it. The market had 
opened and had broken. 

Sensational Break Comes. 

The interest on the stock exchange 
and in the brokers’ offices centered in 
Brooklyn Rapid Transit, which closed 
Friday night at 118%. After a wait oi 
several minutes the ticker announced 
that the opening sales in this stock 
were 25,000 shares, at prices ranging 
from 110 to 100. At the latter figure 606 
shares were sold. It was stated, how- 
ever, by the stock exchange operators 
that the actual aggregate of the open- 
ing sales was nearer 50,000 shares than 
25,000 shares. Hausman was apparent- 
ly the agent of the men who wished to 
support the stock. At the opening he 
announced that he would buy any part 
of 10,000 shares at 110. The crowd 
rushed for him like a pack of wolves. 
In one second his order was filled and 
in another second the stock was selling 
at 105. After the price struck par there 
was a rapid recovery to108. From then 
until the close of the market quota- 
tions averaged 107, and it closed at 
10614, with total recorded sales of 180,- 
000 shares. 

Peoples’ Gas, another Flower special- 
ty, which closed at 118%, Friday night, 
opened at 112, declined to 101, allied to 
116 and closed at 11214. 

Federal Steel, anqther Flower stock, 
which closed Friday night at 6114, 
opened at 56, dropped to 50; rallied to 
58 and closed at 551%. _ 

The most sensational break of the 
day was in New York Air Brake, which 
Gov. Flower had bought all the way 
from 30 to 150, and which had closed 
Friday night at 185. It dropped 5, 10 
and 15 points at a time to 125, a loss of 
60 points. Slowly recovering, it closed 
at 164. 

The transactions in some of the spe- 
cialties were something enormous for 
a short day. Of Peoples’ Gas 55,000 
shares were sold; of Federal Steel, 81,- 
000 shares; of St. Paul, 39,000; of Bur- 
lington, 34,000; of Atchison preferred, 
46,000; of Steel and Wire, 45,000. 
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that the firm had been overwhelmed 
with offers of assistance from some of 
the larger financial interests. No 
names were mentioned, but it is þe- 
lieved that the Rockefellers and some 
of the presidents of the large bank and 
trust companies offered to lend Flower 
& Co. any sums required. The company 
refused all offers, and said it did not 
need money. 

Russell Sage said of Mr. Flower:

A LEISURE VOYAGE HOME.

some time to give the admiral, the of- 
ficers of the ship and the crew an op- 
portunity for rest. Like all the Olym- 
pia’s company, Admiral Dewey is much 
run down by his long stay in a tropical 
port without change and under the 
rigid conditions incident to a war foot-

Aguinaldo will be really to this effect, | 


although covered up in such a way as 
to save the dignity of the rebel leaders. 

The details of the negotiations will 
all be left in the hands of the commis- 
sion. ‘They are fully authorized to 
pledge the president to the fullness and 
fairness of the amnesty offered. 

Aguinaldo has been given to under- 
stand his present rebellion, having been 
inaugurated before the ratification of 
the treaty of peace, entitles him to 
treatment as an unreconciled Spanish 
subject, whereas continued rebellion 
against the United States would cer- 
tainly result in punishment more or 
less harsh. It is believed he fully un- 
derstands this point, and is now willing 
to come into camp with a full pardon 
for past offenses, 

Peace in a Few Days. 

The belief is current that after a 
few delays the insurgents “will lay 
down their arms and disperse, at least 
during the rainy season. It is feared, 
however, that but a small percentage 
of the troops under Aguinaldo will ac- 
tually deliver up their arms, but 
while the negotiations are in prog- 
ress one detachment after another 
will quietly sneak - off to the 
jungle or the mountains, carry- 
ing with them the arms and ammuni- 
tion so universally dear to the savage 
heart. The process of disintegration, 
it is said, has already begun, and it is 
believed to be the real cause of the re- 
newed overtures for peace. It is felt, 
however, once theinsurgents are broken 
up into small bands, although they may 
do something in the guerrilla line, they 
can never again be massed as an army. 
It is believed the present overtures will 
be pushed to a conclusion, and at least a 
large fragment of the insurgents will 
be disarmed. As to the rest, outbreaks 
of small parties much like those of the 
Sioux and Apaches will be expected for 
months or years. 

The President Informed. 

Hot Springs, Va., May 15.—Secretary 
Alger forwarded to the president Sun- 
day some dispatches from Gen. Otis. 
They advised him that another peace 
commission from Aguinaldo was on its 
way to Manila to discuss terms of peace. 
No instructions were sent from here to 
Gen. Otis, the policy being, as hereto- 
fore, to leave matters entirely with Gen. 
Otis. The dispatches also told of ill 
usage suffered by Spaniards from the 
insurgents at Zamboanga, one of the 
smaller islands of the Philippine group. 
It may become necessary to send a light 
draught naval vessel there. No imme- 
diate action, however, will be taken, as 
diplomatic questions are involved, and 
Gen. Otis will be left to deal with the 
subject as he sees fit. 

Ready to Enlist. 

Col. Victor Vifquain has tendered to 
the president the services of the Third 
Nebraska regiment, which has been 
mustered out, but is willing to reenlist 
and take the place of the First Ne- 
braska, now in Luzon, but soon to re- 
turn to this country. Mr. McKinley 
thanked the regiment for its patriotic 
motives and said that its offer would be 
kept in mind should it ever again be 
necessary to enlist more volunteers. 

Want to Discuss Situation, 

Manila, May 15.—The Filpinos have

Aguinaldo Warns Foreigners. 

Manila, May 15.—Aguinaldo has, is- 
sued orders that all foreigners must 
leave insurgent territory within 48 
hours. There are only a few commer- 
clal men there, mostly English and 
German. Aguinaldo believes that by 
refusing them the rights of non-com- 
batants he can force their governments 
to recognize the belligerency of his 
so-called government, in order that 
they may treat for the safety of their 
subjects. 

Rout the Rebels, 

Manila, May 15.—Twenty American 
scouts, under the command of Capts. 
Case and Berkheimer, supported by 
two companies of the Minnesota and 
Oregon volunteer regiments, flanked 
the insurgents at San Ildefonso Satur- 
day morning and captured the town. 
The Filipinos were so terrified that al- 
though they fired 20,000 rounds of am- 
munition they only slightly wounded 
one scout. The Americans killed one 
insurgent officer and wounded six men, 
The insurgents retreated to San Miguel, 
six miles northward of San Ildefonso. 

Captured records show that 20 per 
cent. of the opposing insurgent force 
has been killed and wounded since Law- 
ton’s advance began on May 1. 

The Military Situation, 

Washington, May 15.—The following 
dispatch from Maj. Gen. Otis, giving the 
status of the military situation as it 
now exists in the operations against thg 
insurgents, was received at the war de- 
partment Sunday: 


“Manila, May 14.—Adjutant General, 
Washington: Situation is as follows:

Cleveland, O., May 15.—Persistent ru- 
mors to the effect that ex-President 
Cleveland, who is fishing at Middle Bass 
island, in Lake Erie, had dropped dead 
Sunday reached here from the east and 
west. Up to ten o’clock Sunday night, 
however, it was impossible to verify the 
rumor, and there appears to be no foun- 
dation for it. 3 

Toledo, O., May 15.—The steamer 
State of New York has just arrived here, 
and Harvey Scribner, a prominent at- 
torney of this city, was with Mr. Cleve- 
land at four o’clock p. m. Sunday and 
says he was well at that time. 

Sandusky, O., May 15.—The steamer 
Arrow, which arrived here late Satur- 
day night, made a stop at Middle Bass 
island at ten p. m. Capt. Brown, com- 
manding the Arrow, said: ‘There is 
nothing whatever in the report that 
ex-President Cleveland is dead.” A 
number of people from Middle Bass is- 
land were on the Arrow.

longed. But no offer was made to the 
firm. The men of money knew that the 
firm was in splendid condition and 
could stand almost anything. The news 
that the financial kings were ready to 
place this great sum in the street got 
abroad, however, and saved the day for 
many others, some of whom were not so 
well able to stand the strain. . 

In the early hours it was a period of 
great interest and anxiety. There was 
a tendency to wildness in the general 
market, but nothing like to the same ex- 
tent in the Flower issues. The shrink- 
age on Flower stocks is estimated to be 
more than $18,000,000 and the general 
loss outside of these stocks about $100,- 
000,000. 

Wild to Sell. 

Some of the more conservative brok- 
ers advised their customers not to be in 
a hurry to sell the Flower stocks. Many 
persons took this advice, and after 
awhile the Flower stocks followed the 
general market in an upward turn 
again. In Brooklyn Rapid Transit, 
which has been Gov. Flower’s favorite 
stock for the last two years, 25,000 
shares were sold as soon as the gavel 
fell. The trading was so wild that 
brokers acting for the same firm, one 
executing buying orders and another 
selling, made transactions seven points 
apart. 

The scene in the stock exchange be- 
fore the market opened was indescriba- 
ble. The frantic actions of the brokers 
was like an infection in the galleries, 
and men and women jumped up and 
down, yelled and cried out, and it 
seemed as if all those in and about the 
stock exchange had suddenly been 
seized with violent dementia. There 
was reason for it. The market had 
opened and had broken. 

Sensational Break Comes. 

The interest on the stock exchange 
and in the brokers’ offices centered in 
Brooklyn Rapid Transit, which closed 
Friday night at 11814. After a wait oi 
several minutes the ticker announced 
that the opening sales in this stock 
were 25,000 shares, at prices ranging 
from 110 to 100. At the latter figure 600 
shares were sold. It was stated, how- 
ever, by the stock exchange operators 
that the actual aggregate of the open- 
ing sales was nearer 50,000 shares than 
5,000 shares. Hausman was apparent- 
ly the agent of the men who wished to 
support the stock. At the opening he 
announced that he would buy any part 
of 10,000 shares at 110. The crowd 
rushed for him like a pack of wolves. 
In one second his order was filled and 
in another second the stock was selling 
at 105, After the price struck par there 
was a rapid recovery to 108. From then 
until the close of the market quota- 
tions averaged 107, and it closed at 
10612, with total recorded sales of 180,- 
000 shares. 

Peoples’ Gas, another Flower special- 
ty, which closed at 11834 Friday night, 
opened at 112, declined to 101, gallied to 
116 and closed at 11214. 

Federal Steel, anqther Flower stock, 
which closed Friday night at 611, 
opened at 56, dropped to 50; rallied to 
58 and closed at 5514. __ 

The most sensational break of the 
day was in New York Air Brake, which 
Gov. Flower had bought all the way 
from 30 to 150, and which had closed 
Friday night at 185. It dropped 5, 10 
and 15 points at a time to 125, a loss of 
60 points. Slowly recovering, it closed 
at 164. 

The transactions in some of the spe- 
cialties were something enormous for 
a short day. Of Peoples’ Gas 55,000 
shares were sold; of Federal Steel, 81,- 
000 shares; of St. Paul, 39,000; of Bur- 
lington, 34,000; of Atchison preferred, 
46,000; of Steel and Wire, 45,000. 

The Rally. 

The rally in the market was princi- 
pally due to the fact that the Rocke- 
fellers bought 250,000 shares of the va- 
rious stocks. They and other finan- 
ciers, including J. Pierpont Morgan and 
the Vanderbilts, offered the firm of 
Flower & Co. the use of $100,000,000 if it 
needed it to support its securities. The 
firm, however, did not need acent. It 
not only sailed through the storm it- 
self, but carried all its customers with 
it, taking care of their stocks, although 
the margins had been wiped out in 
many cases. This was an instance of 
liberality unheard of in Wall street. 

A syndicate of bankers, including 

fenry M. Flagler and the Rockefellers, 
stands ready to support the market to- 
day. > 

No Cause for Uneasiness, 

Anson R. Flower, head of the firm of 

Flower & Co., said: 


“Gov. Flower had no stocks on hand 
other than those which he held for invest- 
ment. These stocks were paid for and 
will not be placed on the market. They 
represented properties which Gov. Flower 
believed in and properties which we be- 
lieve In and will hold for investment, as 
Gov. Flower intended to hold for invest- 
met. 

‘There is no reason for any unemsiness 
respecting any of the properties we are in- 
terested in. Gov. Flower’s death should 
have no effect so far as his or Flower & 
Company’s holdings are concerned. Our 
properties are all doing well.”

Admiral Dewey expects to retain his 
position on the United States Philip- 
pine commission. 

Washington, May  15.—- Admiral 
Dewey cabled the navy department 
from Manila that he had reconsidered 
his plans respecting the Boston and 
had conciuded to allow the cruiser to 
come to the United Statesatonce. The 
admiral said nothing further as to his 
own return to the United States. The 
officials of the navy department ex- 
pressed some surprise at the announce- 
ment through the press cablegram 
from Manila that Dewey will occupy 
four months in the cruise, for this 
period is at least twice the time that 
would be required to make a straight 
cruise homeward. However, it is sup- 
posed that he desires to delay his ar- 
rival in the United States until the hot 
weather of summer has passed, being 
already debilitated from his long ex- 
posure to the enervating heat of the 
Philippines.

Gomez Intimates He May Not Abide 
by His Agreement with Gen. 
Brooke, 


Havana, May 15.—Senor Nolasco, 
Gen. Gomez’ secretary, said Saturday 
night Gen. Gomez would not agree to 
have the arms of the Cuban soldiers de- 
posited in the arsenals under control of 
ithe Americans and wanted them to be 
in the custody of the Cubans exclusive- 
ly. As Gen. Gomez saw the order re- 
garding the disposition of the arms be- 
fore it was made public and approved 
it this is anew attitude. Gomez is act- 
ing queerly regarding the distribution 


of the $3,000,000 advanced by the United 


States government for the payment of 
the Cuban troops, and the commission- 
ers chosen by him to assist in the distri- 
bution as representatives of the Fourth, 
Fifth and Sixth army corps either re- 
fuse to act or fail to appear. 

As the United States authorities are 
unable to begin the disbursement of the 
money without the assistance of the 
Cubans, Gen. Brooke is astonished at 
the indifference shown by Gomez. Sat- 
urday evening Gen. Brooke sent Maj. 
Kennon, of his staff, to see Gomez re- 
garding the situation. Gomez declared 
that he was ‘unable to explain why the 


‘generals would not serve, and expressed 


the belief that their action was due to 
the influence of his enemies.

'The defense was that Rehfus & Wal- 
lace had sola Mr. Polhemus sound 
horses, They were included in a lot of 
western horses whïch needed blanketing 
until acclimated. Rehfus & Wallace 
had them a month or six weeks before 
Mr. Polhemus got them. That the lat- 
ter tried them two half days before 
purchasing, and that Mr. Polhemus was

EDUCATIONAL VALUE 
OF MANUAL TRAINING. 


Dr. Wut. J. Herdi

man delivered an ald- 
dress before the business men’s class 
at the Congregational ‘church yesterday 
morning upon the subject of “The Edu- 
cational value of manual training.” He 
said in part: | 

“There are no more vital questions for 
us te consider than those that pertain 
to the right training of those who are 
We know from 
experience what is needed. We can 
look back upon the means that ‘were 
employed to fit use for, these duties and 
we can estimate their value. We can, 
from our vantage ground, look forward 
and decide with some degree of certain- 
ty what changes ‘will be needed in the 
training we have had to fit our succes- 
sors for better work as citizens than we 
are now doing or can do. 

“Every tan who has reach21 the age 
and position when his opinion or his 
ats determine, however little the char- 
acter aac direction of educati)i1, is do- 
ing lispart to make gor gool or had, 
for Letter or for worse, Lhe citizenship 
of the future. eens 

“Tn a free republic like this, where 
every man’s voice is heard, and act is 
counted in the conduct of affairs, there 
is no question that pertains to public 
education which is not to him a persecnal 
question. No matter what his social 
state may be, whether parent or child- 
less, married or unmarried, inerchant, 
artisan or professional man, some 
phase of the question touches him and 
finds his help indispensible for its prop- 
er solution. We, then, als citizens, and 
in this capaicity, also, as rulers, need to 
inquire, from time to time, if, in the 
matter of preparation of the generation 
that is to folow us, we are furnishing all 
and the best facilities to prepare its 
members for their life work, and secure, 
as the product of our ways anid means, 
the best type of man and woman. 

“Education, both in theory and! its 
working plans, is a process which. is 
subject to change and improvement. 
The methods that were wise and best 
at one period of the world’s history are 
not suited to a later period, when know- 
ledge is added and conditions changed. 

“But the faults and imiperfections 
once revealed ought not to be long per- 
petuateid. i 

“It has been-pretty well demonstrated 
within the past few decades that .the 
educational methods that have been 
employed in our public schools, alcad- 
emies and higher institutions of learn- 
ing to fit our youth for the duties and 
responsibilities of life, are narroiw and 
inadequate. Into this argument I will 
not enter, but there is abundant proof 
of the truthfulness of the conclusion, 
and the testimony comes from both 
those who have, from within, put these 
methods to the test anid personal trial 
and have found them wanting, as well 
as those. who have, from without, ob- 
served the products of the schools and 
have compared it with the fruits of less 
systematice but more practical training. 

“The training of the schools has not 
yeen broad enough or thorough enough 
to meet the practical demands of citi- 
azenship, but has for the most part pro- 
duced a class whose thoughts and pur- 
poses are; in a great measure, separate 
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himself. The great chorus of 300 came 
promptly to his aid. The people in the 
audience who always apiplaud, and those 
who always. join in when others do, 
came in to swell the’ volume. Again 
and again did manager Stewart lead off 
in applause. He caught Miss Brema as 
she passed him and made her turn back 
to bew and bow again without getting 
off out of sight as the other singers had 
done, and finally he breugat her back 
for an encore. She had her ovation; it 
was really a good one. And Manager 
Stewart earned his degree, earned it in 
the face of one of the miost discriminat- 
ing audiences that ever assembled in 
the state of Michigan. Brema was very 
coolly received at her second appear- 
ance, as ManagierstSewart was too dis- 
Creet to attempt such another demon- 
stration; but her excellent singing at 
her see ond appearance is remembered 
in her favor and lessens the fir'st dis- 
aplpointment.’’ 

Sara Anderson had a sweet and pow- 
erful voice, but did not have a magnetic 
influence -with the audience- Clarence 
Shirley’s whole ability was rather mie- 
diocrity. Myron Whitney’ was indiffer- 
ent, and did not seem to care whether 
he got any applause or not. Anna Loh- 
biller ‘had a sweet voice, but lacked yol- 
ume, anid Blanehe Towle’s lacked less. 
Gwylim Myles also had an inadequate 
volee, but was dramatic to the extreme. 
Mr. Hamlin was the most satisfactory 
of the lesser lights, 

In speaking of Madame Jacoby’s tri- 
umiph, the Free Press says: 

“The triumph of the evening, how- 
ever, indeed the pronounced feature of 
the entire festival, was the unqualified 
success of Mme, Jacoby. Her magni- 
ficent voice, her true vocal con'ception 
of the score, her personality and her in- 
tensely dramatile temperament, all com- 
i bined to plaice her Delilah on a plane 
above everything; so mulch so, indeed, 
that the audienice—and it wags an Ann 
Arbor audience, remiember—did not hies- 
eee to break in upon orchestral inter- 
| ludes and finales to bestow its applause, 


ing “teaches truth, honesty, integrity,

servation of ‘those things which they 
had studied in their classes. The re- 
sult of this method of study is apparen't 
by the high standing that the graduates 
of .the engineering department of the 
Michigan university take throughout 
the world. Four or five recent gradu- 
ates have been selected upon a number 
of the most important engineering 
works in the lanid, among others, for the 
construction of levees at the mouth of 
the Mississippi, the construction of a 
bridge over the Mississippi at M'emphis, 
the canal at Sault Ste. Miarie, and one 
of the commissioners to report upon 'the 
subject of the most feasible method for 
the construction of the Nicaragua canal 
is an Ann Arbor graduate. The doctor 
stated that his own personal experience 
in manual training has been of inestim- 
able value to him. That. he studied 
geology while at the University and 
learned, what everyone was supposed to 
learn in class studies, but that he after- 
ward took a trip to the shores of Lake 
Superior to study the actual rocks, their 
various forms as they were displayed in 
nature, and the results of this practical 
study to him, in discipline, knowledge, 
ete., had been of a nature that class and

PLAINTIFF 88 YEARS OLD 
SUES ON A HORSE DIGKER, 


The circuit court today is busy wih 
the trial of Jacob A. Polhemus, an 88

“EDUCATIONAL VALUE 
OF MANUAL TRAINING.” 


Dr. Wm. J. Herdman delivered an aid- 


dress before the business men’s class 
at the Congregational church yesterday 
morning upon the subject of ‘‘The Edu- 
cational value of manual training.” He 
said in part: 

“There are no more vital questions for 
us te consider than those that pertain 
to the right training of those who are 
soon to take our places. We know from 
experience what is needed, We can 
look back upon the means that ‘were 
employed to fit use for, these duties and 
we can es#imate their value. We can, 
from our vantage ground, look forward 
and decide with some degree of certain- 
ty what changes will be needed in the 
training we have haid to fit our succes- 
sors for better work as citizens than we 
are now doing or can do. 

“Every tan who has reach21 the age 
and position when his opinion or his 


a:ts Ur ermine, however little the char- 
acter aac direction of educati)1, is do- 
ing lFispart to make gor gool or had, 


for Letter or for worse, Lhe citizenship 
of the future. k 

‘Fn~ a: free republic like’ this, where 
every man’s voice is heard, and act is 
counted in the conduct of affairs, there 
is no question that pertains to public 
education which is not to him a personal 
question. No matter what his social 
state may be, whether parent or child-. 
less, married or unmarried, inerchant, 
artisan or professional man, some 
phase of the question touches him and 
finds his help indispensible for its prop- 
er solution. We, then, as citizens, and 
in this capaicity, also, as rulers, need to 
inquire, from time to time, if, in the 
matter of preparation of the generation 
that is to folow us, we are furnishing all 
and the best facilities: to prepare its 
members for their life work, and secure, 
as the product of our ways an'd means, 
the best type of man and woman. 

“Education, both in theory and its 
working plans, is a process which, is 
subject to change and’ improvement. 
The methods that were wise and best 
at one period of the world’s history are 
not suited to a later period, when know- 
ledge is added and conditions changed. 

‘But the faults and imperfections 
once revealed ought not to be long per- 
petuateid. . 

“It has been pretty well demonstrated 
within the past few decades that .the 
educational methods that have been 
employed in our public schools, alicad- 
emies and higher institutions of learn- 
ing to fit our youth for the duties and 
responsibilities of life, are narroiw and 
inadequate. Into this argument I will 
not enter, but there is abundant proof 
of the truthfulness of the conclusion, 
and the testimony comes from both 
those who have, from within, put these 
methods to the test anid personal trial 
and have found them wanting, as well 
as those. whio have, from without, ob- 
served the products of the schools and 
have compared it with the fruits of less 
systematic but more practical training. 

“The training of the sichools has not 
been broad enough or thorough enough 
to meet the practical demands of citi- 
azenship, but ‘has for the most part pro- 
duced a class whose thoughts and pur- 
poses are, in a great measure, selparate 
and remote from the common interests 
of humanity and the requirements: of 
every day life. It has been a method 
which has exercised to a limited degree 
only the acquiring capacity of the hu- 
man mind. Its material has entered 
the mind through certain channels only 
and ‘has filled but few of its storehouses, 
and even these it has not always stored 
with the best material, but often with 
that which is musty and of doubtful 
value. 

“Some educators, dissatisfied. with the 
imiperfelct product of the old system, 
have broken away from. its traditional 
methods and, taking a more compre- 
hensive view of the needs and manner 
of growth of the human intelleict and 
the character of -the pabulum that 
growth requires, have not sought to de- 
stroy what has already been found to 
be good in past educational systems, 
but rather to add to anid strengthen it 
by what experience in the broad fields 
of human activity outside the school 
has shown to be essential to ‘the im- 
provement OF it,?* 

The doctor defined S anual Enie” 
as “The training of the executive side 
of the intellect.” He said that it was 
not the teaching of a trade, as many 
supposed, not what is, generally, class- 
ified as industrial education, but that it 
was an eduication—a training of the 
executive side of the in'tellé2t. He pre- 
sented a chart of the brain and illus- 
trated his remarks by showing how the 
exercise of each faculty impressed itself 
upon the various parts of the brain, 
that the more these parts are acted 
upon and interwoven the greater their 
powers become, and that manual train- 
ing diversifies the brain activities to 
the largest extent. That manual train-.

AS a practical result of manual train- 
ing, he stated that it is the custom of 
Prof. Davis, of the University of Michi- 
gan, to take his classes to the shores of 
Lake Superior and to various mines in 
the northern part of the state to obtain 
knowledge by actual contact and ob- 
servation of ‘those things which they 
had studied in their classes. The re- 
sult of this method of study is apparent 
by the high standing that the graduates 
of the engineering department of the 
Michigan university take throughout 
the world. Four or five recent gradu- 
ates ‘have been selected upon a number 
of the most important engineering 
works in the land, among others, for the 
construction of levees. at the mouth of 
the Mississippi, the construction of a 
bridge over the Mississippi at M'emphis, 
the canal at Sault Ste. Marie, and one 
of the commissioners to report upon the 
subject of the most feasible method for 
the construction of the Nicaragua canal 
is an Ann Arbor graduate. The doctor 
stated that his own personal experience 
in manual training has been of inestim- 
able value to him. That. he studied 
geology while at the University and 
learned, what everyone was supposed to 
learn in class studies, but that he after- 
ward took a trip to the shores of Lake 
Superior to study the actual rocks, their 
various forms as they were displayed in 
nature, and the results of this practical 
study to him, in discipline, knowledge, 
ete., had been of a nature that class and 
back study could never approach.

The particulars of the railroad- acci- 
dent which resulted in the death of Ear- 
ry Neat, assistant superintendent of the 
Wagner Car Company, of Buffalo, a 
formier Ypsilanti young man, bring out 
but too clearly the uncertainty which 
envelops the future of every human life. 

Mr. Neat had met in Utica by appoint- 
ment, his cousin, Mrs. Minnie Olp, of 
the Andrew Mack theatrical company, 
‘anid had spent a few hours in her com- 
pany. When the time for his return for 
Buffalo arrived, he left the hotel where 
Mrs. Olp was stayinig, repaired to the 
New York Central depot, and boarded 
the Southwestern Limited. He stepped 
into the sleeping car, directed the porter 
to make his bed up at once, and then 
went forward into the smoking apart- 
ment, from which in a few moments he 
crawled, maimed and bleeding. 

No one can give a satisfactory ac- 
count of the accident, although it is 
certain that some one blundered ter- 
ribly. The Southwestern Limited prop- 
erly pulls into Utica a short time before 
the arrival of the Almerican Express; 
but on this occasion the express’ had 
been delayed an hour and a half, and 
had been passed by the Limited, which 
was just then preparing to pull from 
the passenger track. Suddenly the ex- 
press appeared around a curve, having 
evidently disregarded the safety signal 
of the Limited, if any had been placed, 
and the terrible crash came. The ex- 
press, which consisted of thirteen cars, 
hurled into the stationary train and 
crushed the rear car, the sleeper, into

In common ‘with the more benighted 
parts of Asia and Africa, and with 
Spain, Portugal and Turkey in Europe, 
the ‘city of Detroit (the Fre» Press 
might have added here ‘‘Y'psilanti’’) 
still retains what- our city fathers are 
pleased ‘to call—but what is not—‘sun 
time.” In every city of the size of De- 
troit in this country or in Evrope, ex- 
cept aS above noted, the visitor finds 
that the minute hand of his watch 
agrees with the time ‘locally used. In 
Detroit all visitors are subjected to 
constant inconvenience because the city 


-fathers seem to think that they can 


trick the ignorant voter into believing 
that in rejecting the petition of the 
business men asking for the adoption of 
standard time they ‘benefited the work- 
ingman. Prof. John Milne, the distin- 
guished English scientist, has recently 
published a pamphlet on “Civil Time,” 
containing tables showing the difference 
in the time used in all quarters of the 
world and Greenwich mean time. The 
ruling polwers of Detroit may enjoy the 
company in which their city is placed 
on*this table, ‘but to other people the 
situation there, if it were not so annoy- 
ing, would be simply laughable.

HER CAPTAIN THE SOLE SURVIVOR. 


His Wife, His Baby and Seven Meme- 
bers of the Crew Are Reported 
Lost—Accompanying Ves= 
sels Unable to Aid. 


Marquette, Mich., May 15.— The 
schooner Nelson, in tow of the steamer 
Folsom, sprang a leak Saturday 35 miles 
below Deer Park, and sunk with all 
hands on board, except Capt. Andrew 
Haganey, who floated ashore on top of 
boat’s cabin. The captain’s wife and 
baby, Fred Haas, a sailor, and six other 
sailors are reported lost. The schooner 
was coal laden for Lake Linden. When 
found to be leaking the crew cut the 
tow line and turned the boat for shore. 
She went down in 300 feet of water. Ali 
was done so quickly there was no time 
for the steamer or the schooner Mitch- 
ell, also in tow, to lower the lifeboats. 
This is the first loss on Lake Superior 
this season, 


HEAVY SHEEP LOSS. 


Thousands Lie Dead Strewn Along 
the Hills in Utah—Result 
of Cold Snap. 


Denver, Col., May .15.—A special to 
the News from Price, Utah, says: 
There are thousands of head of dead 
sheep strewn along the hills and in 
the guiches leading into the canyons 


of the Price river, some 25 miles to. 


the west of here. Flock owners have 
been out since the cold snap of ten 
days ago getting their herds together 
and find the worst condition of affairs 
that has existed for many years. The 
70,000 head or more sheared at Price 
and. 35,000 to 40,000 at Colton were sent 
into the hills, where there was snow 
at the time and where the grazing 
was good. The shearing season was too 
early and in some instances as high 
as 25 per cent. is the loss. Out of 40,000 
head owned in Price there is a loss al- 
ready accounted for of over 3,500. Jo- 
seph Nougieur loses 1,300 head out of 
5.000, and Nephi Schofield 700 to 900 
out of a bunch of 3,000. Herds further 
back in the hills will have heavier 
losses. 


DR. BRIGGS ORDAINED. 


Great Crowd Witnesses the Ceremony 
—No Protest Filed at Any 
Time. 


New York, May 15.—In the pro- 
cathedral on Stanton street Rev. Dr. 
Charles A. Briggs, who was suspended 
for heresy by the Presbyterian assem- 
bly, was ordained a priest of the Epis- 


copal church. He was ordained together 


with Rev. Charles A. Snedeker, and the 
ordination ceremonies were conducted 
by Bishop Potter. The little church 
was crowded with people and the cere- 
monies were notable for the quietness 
that prevailed. Those who expected, 
from the great outcry of the past three 
or four weeks, some sensational features 
were disappointed. There was no scene, 
no excitement, and no protest was filed 
at the beginning, during or at the close 
of the ordination. There was nothing 
notable in the sermon preached by Rev. 
Dr. George William Douglass. 

The ceremonies were very long, com- 
mencing at 10:30 o’clock and continu- 
ing until late in the afternoon. 


Noted Educator Dead. 

Milwaukee, May 15.—John L. F. Deff- 
ner, of Belleville, Ill., one of the oldest 
Lutheran teachers in the west, died 
Sunday, of heart failure, aged 72. He 
came to Milwaukee for the special pur- 
pose of hearing his son, Rev. H. Deffner, 
of Kansas City, preach at St. John’s 
Evangelical Lutheran church, in the 
town of Greenfield, a suburb of this 
city. No sooner had the text been read 
than the father of the preacher fell for- 
ward and expiredinafew minutes. Mr. 
Deffner, Sr., was well known in Lu- 
theran circlesin Illinois, Missouri, Iowa, 
Wisconsin and Minnesota. 


To Honor Mr. Flower’s Memory. 

Albany, N. Y., May 15.—Gov. Roose- 
velt has issued a proclamation on the 
death of Roswell P. Flower. After eulo-

: HOW HARRY NEAT 


WAS KILLED. 


FURTHER PARTICULARS OF THE 
FATAL ACCIDENT. 


HE WAS THE ONLY ONE INJ ‘RED 
THE WRK, 


The particulars of the railroad- acci- 
dent whitch resulted in the death of Ear- 
ry Neat, assistant superintendent of the 
Wagner Car Company, of Buffalo, a 
formier Ypsilanti young man, bring out 
but too clearly the uncertainty which 
envelops the future of every human life. 
Mr. Neat had met in Utica by appoint- 
ment, his cousin, Mrs. Minnie Olp, of 
the Andrew Mack theatrical company, 
and had spent a few hours in her com- 
pany. When the time for his return for 
Buffalo arrived, he left the hotel where 
Mrs. Olp was stayinig, repaired to the 
New York Central depot, and boarded 
the Southwestern Limited. He stepped 
into the sleeping car, directed the porter 
to make his bed up at once, and then 
went forward into the smoking apart- 
ment, from which in a few moments he 
crawled, maimed and bleeding. 

No one can give a satisfactory ac- 
count of the accident, although it is 
certain that some one blundered ter- 
ribly. The Southiwestern Limited prop- 
erly pulls into Utica a short time before 
the arrival of the Almerican Express; 
but on this occasion the express had 
been delayed an hour and a half, and 
had been passed by the Limited, which 
was just then preparing to pull from 
the passenger track. Suddenly the ex- 
press appeared around a curve, having 
evidently disregarded the safety signal 
of the Limited, if any had been placed, 
and the terrible crash came. The ex- 
press, which consisted of thirteen cars, 
hurled into the stationary train and 
erushed the rear car, the sleeper, into 
a shapeless mass. 

When the first shock was Over eager 
and willing hands came to the rescue 
and assisted from the wreck the one 
victim, the bleeding superintendent. It 
was evident that Mr. Neat’s: injuries 
were serious and he was at once con- 
veyed to a hospital, where he died in a 
few hours. At the sufferer’s request 
Mrs. Olp was acquainted with the acci- 
dent and she immediately came to his 
side and confronted his last hours. 

In addition to internal injuries Mr. 
Neat’s right arm. was severely cut and 
his entire body was brpised and scalded. 
He suffered great pain, but looked for- 
ward to the end with resignation; only 
regreting that the news would cause 
sorrow to his parents and brothers and 
sisters. There were also on the sleeper 
two passengers, who refused to give 
their names, and two officials of the 
road. They all escaped unharmed. 

The officials of the Wagner Co. are 
overwhelmed by the sad fate which has 
overtaken their fellow worker. Mr. 
Neat has been connected with the Buf- 
falo interests for five years and during 
this time he has won for himself the 
universal respect and esteem of all 
who were brought in contact with him, 
either officially or in a social way. He 
was a man of quiet demeanor, always a 
gentleman, and one who performed his 
duties with conscientiousniess and abil- 
ity. 

The funeral will be held this afternoon 
and will be attended by a number of the 
superintendents of the company, with 
the following as pall bearers: Division 
superintendent Lincoln and district sup- 
erintendents Barzen, Chamberlain, Cox, 
Cook, Miller, Edwards, Grant, Forsyth. 

The body was conveyed to Ypsilanti 
by Henry Platt, of this city, who hap- 
pened to be passing through Buffalo 
and accidently learned of the sad news.

The Times is not the only newspaper 
in Michigan whitch considers the use of 
“sun time” one of the relics of the pre- 
vious century and. a thing to Ibe sum- 
morily removed ‘from our midst. Yes- 
terday’s Free Press unbosoms itself to 
the public as follows upon ithe subject: 

In common with the more benighted 
parts of Asia and Africa, and with 
Spain, Portugal and Turkey in Europe, 
the city of Detroit (the Fre» Press 
might have added here ‘‘Yipsilanti’’) 
still retains what our city fathers are 
pleased ‘to call—but what is not—‘‘sun 
time.” In every city of the size of De- 
troit in this country or in Evrope, ex- 
cept as above noted, the visitor finds 
that the minute hand of his watch 
agrees with the time ‘locally used. In 
Detroit all visitors are subjected to 
constant inconvenience because the city 


-fathers seem ‘to think that they can 


trick the ignorant voter into believing 
that in rejecting the petition. of the 
business men asking for the adoption of 
standard time they ‘benefited the work- 
ingman. Prof. John Milne, the distin- 
guished English scientist, has recently 
published a pamphlet on “Civil Time,” 
containing tables sholwing the difference 
in the time used in all quarters of the 
world and Greenwich mean time. The 
ruling polwers of Detroit may enjoy the 
company in which their city is placed 
on*this table, ‘but to other people the 
situation there, if it were not so annoy- 
ing, would be simiply ` laughable.

Thousands Lie Dead Strewn Along 
the Hills in Utah—Result 
of Cold Snap. 


Denver, Col., May .15.—A special to 
the News from Price, Utah, says: 
There are thousands of head of dead 
sheep strewn along the hills and in 
the gulches leading into the canyons 
of the Price river, some 25 miles to. 
the west of here. Flock owners have 
been out since the cold snap of ten 
days ago getting their herds together 
and find the worst condition of affairs 
that has existed for many years. The 
70,000 head or more sheared at Price 
and 35,000 to 40,000 at Colton were sent 
into the hills, where there was snow 
at the time and where the grazing 
was good. The shearing season was too 
early and in some instances as high 
as 25 per cent. is the loss. Out of 40,000 
head owned in Price there is a loss al- 
ready accounted for of over 3,500. Jo- 
seph Nougieur loses 1,300 head out of 
5.000, and Nephi Schofield 700 to 900 
out of a bunch of 3,000. Herds further 
back in the hills will have heavier 
losses.
